was banished from Russia on March 
26, having been escorted over the 
border at Vilna by two gendarmes.

Privy Councilor Pobiedonostzeff, pro- 
curator of the Holy Synod, on March 
22, Is said to have .been the pretext 
for Count Tolstoi's banishment, the 
excuse being made that Tolstoi's com- 
munication was the direct provoking 
cause of the attempted assassination. 


The belief is strong in St. Peters- 


burg that Tolstoi's teachings, which 
led up to his excommunication, were 
the real reasons for his banishment 
and rumors to that effect have been

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'DINNER MODES OF TODAY. 


The Arrangement of tlie Tal>Ie and 


tlie Oriler of Service. 


The mode of today requires that ex- 


treme and elegant simplicity bo shown 
!n arranging and decorating the table. 
The linen must he of the finest quality 
and ns white as the pure north snow. 


Probably the most difficult part of ta- 


ble setting is the proper placing of any 
golelware cue may bare. All gilded ar- 
ticles avc properly limited to the serv- 
ice of such tilings as fruit, sc.lt, pepper, 
olives and the like. But silver or silver 
and pearl throughout arc in liettei 
form. 


At table elegance requires the use of 


cut glass. 
No substitute, where for- 


mality is entertained, is permissible. 
.' Ofttimes the water In finger bowls is 
slightly perfumed. This is permissible 
and a matter left to the taste of the 
one arranging the dinner. Still strict 
table etiquette should not allow it. At 
any rate, the only perfume tolerable is 
a faiut suggestive odor of attar of 
roses. 


If leaves are placed upon the table— 


and they should Lie there always—great 
care tiuist be taken in their arrange- 
ment. 
They should decorate without 


obstructing, brighten and not- oppress. 
They must not be so fragrant that their 
odor could chance to offend. For this 
reason tuberoses and like flowers are 
excluded in table decoration. 


Oysters may be served before the 


soup, likewise small crabs in season, 
but these alone are admissible before 
the arrival of the soup. They form the 
only course which may appear upon 
the table when the dinner is announc- 
ed. 
.As to the soup, it Is preferable to 
serve some clear bouillon, as this 
course, opening the meal, should be an 
appetizing one, preparing for those 
more substantial. 


Nest comes the fish course. Certain 


kinds may be garnished, but the inva- 
riable white potato, boiled, should be 
served at this time, although certain 
well known chefs err hero in serving 
them a la cremc and in other ways. 


Then one or more entrees follow and 


perhaps a releve, after which roasts 
and .vegetables are in order, and after 
this another entree or releve, when the 
game course is served. 


In a less formal dinner the game 


course may be omitted. 


Here, with one more entree or releve, 


the dinner, properly speaking, ends. 


It is customary to open the dessert 


courses with a warm dish or pastry. 


This is followed by the various jel- 


lies and ices and at last by cake, fruit, 
bonbons and nuts.' 


As to coffee, it is now dictated that 


this should be served to the guests in 
the drawing rooms.

Prom WliicJi It Han Evolutea. 


"The history of the typewriter would 


make a voluine full of intense human in- 
terest," said an expert who was recently 
in tLo city. "There is no other mechani- 
cal appliance in the world upon which so 
much diversified inventive' genius has 
been lavished ami so many strange and 
cranky ideas advanced. When you know 
that over* 300 different kinds of type- 
writers have been constructed and aban- 
doned since the date of the iirs't experi- 
ment, and over 100 are in use now, yon 
can form some conception of the magni- 
tude of the problem uud the activity of 
the inventors. 


"Many of those queer early models 


bear no resemblance to nny variety of 
machine familiar to us today. 
One of 


them was half as large as au ordinary 
piano and weighed 600 pounds. It did 
pretty fair work, by the way, if the 
operator wasn't pressed for time, and is 
now preserved as a curiosity in the office 
of^one of the big firms in the north. 


"Another strange specimen was made 


like a globe—in fact, I think it was called 
•The AVriting Globe'—and had the type 
raised on its surface. It swung around 
on a universal joint, and a very ingenious 
contrivance stopped and depressed it at 
exactly the proper place over the paper. 
It worked perfectly, but it was impossible 
to write more than t\vo or three words a 
minute on it, and how the inventor could 
possibly have imagined it would ever be 
a practical success is something I am un- 
able to understand. 


"Nearly nil the modern typewriters 


now on tlie market are evolutions, rather 
than inventions. They have been gradu- 
ally built up and perfected and are the 
fruit of scores.of brains. I call one ma- 
chine to mind in which fully 200 patents 
of different kinds are incorporated. One 
small part, that could 'be h'eld in the 
palm of the hand, has been changed and 
improved a dozen, times since the first 
model came out of the shop. 


"Most of these inventions are made by 


the workmen at the benches, and the 
company buys and develops them. As a 
rule they are small, and the mechanic 
gets from $5 to $50 for his idea, but oc- 
casionally some bright fellow stumbles 
on to something much more valuable. 
One big hit in that line was a device for 
cutting typewriter type from a continu- 
ous roll of wire. It was designed by a 
young chap in one of the large manufac- 
tories, and his own firm paid him $40,000 
in cash for the exclusive rights. He has 
quit work since and sot up an automo- 
bile."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.
